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REMARKS 

1 An examination of this application reveals that applicant/inventor is unfamiliar with 
patent prosecution procedure. The inventor is advised to (1) call USPTO Information 
Line and Patent Assistance Center (1-800/PTO-9199) (recommended) or (2) consult with 
a register patent attorney for how to change the correspondence address. 

2. The Office cannot aid in selecting an attorney or agent. A listing of registered patent 
attorneys and agents is available on the USPTO Internet web site http://www.uspto.gov in 
the Site Index under "Attorney and Agent Roster."

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to the final rejection, the applicant now identifies claims 1-4 (canceled), claims 5-18 
(withdrawn), claims 19-34 (canceled), claims 39-45 (withdrawn). 
7. For the above reasons, the examiner believed that he cannot input nay more his own 
examining time to help this inventor.
